‘call for new election

Commissioners in Belle 
Glade were told Monday night 
by their attorney, John Baker, 
they have no authority to take 
any action on recent events 
concerning the Sept. 22 city 
election. 

Arrests were made Feb. 3 of 
19 people who allegedly voted 
illegally in the election. Agents 
with the Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement (FDLE) 
arrested the 19, who are 
accused of voting in a city 
election while living outside the 
city limits. 

The election runoff between 
Commissioner Dan Bythwood 
and political newcomer Ed 
Rongione ended with Bythwood 
taking five-more votes than his 
challenger. 

Attorney Baker said he had 
asked for advice on the matter 
from The Law Source, a 
Gainesville research institute, 
after Commissioner Steve 
Weeks questioned the validity 
of the election. 

"I respect the quality of work 
this firm does," Attorney Baker 
said. "I have used them in the 
past." 

He said the 11-page reply 
advises the only recourse is 
that a citizen can file a com- 
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plaint with the State Attorney 
General's office. 

"The attorney general would 
then file a suit and a judge 
would determine if the 
(Bythwood's).seat was valid," 
Baker said. 

When contacted Tuesday 
afternoon, Mr. Rongione said 
hej has faxed a copy of the 
recommendation by the Law 
Source to his attorney and he is 
awaiting counsel. Ч 

"We are looking at it and we 
will decide what to do,” he said. 
"At this-point, this is too 
important an issue to have it. 
just dropped. I think we have 
to examine all the possibilities. 

"It does appear it was not a 
fair election," he said. "The 
election was definitely tainted," 
he added. 

The Glades Branch of the 
NAACP has protested the 
arrest, of the 19 people. Local 
NAACP President Larry Kon- 
chellah has said he feels blacks 
were unfairly targeted in the 
voter fraud investigation. All 
those.arrested were black. 
Commissioner Bythwood is 
black. Mr. Rongione is white. 

FDLE officials deny the 
allegations. They say the 
agency randomly checked every 
precinct.

One of the patrons, later 
identified as Sergio Lopez, 29, 
of 285 First Street, South Bay 
was arrested after he began 
spraying others with chemical 
mace, officers said.

He said the federal role should go beyond 
phosphorus cleanup to getting "the flow of water 
through the Everglades -- hydroperiod - right, 
as, well as the eradication of of melaleuca and 
other exotic species. 

The "plumbing problem," Fairbanks said, is a 
product of federal initiatives dating as far back 
as the first decade of this century. These 
initiatives produced the system of canals, dikes 
and other water projects that have made much 
of South Florida habitable. "But, they also 
diverted the natural flow of water through the 
Everglades, creating major ecological problems. 


The federal governmient needs to address all of 


these issues, Fairbanks said.

developed supporting the tradable Everglades 
restoration credits plan developed by Dr. Robert 
Hahn, an economist.with the American 
Enterprise Institute in Washington and Harvard

"Farmers who decide to pay for someone else 
to handle their phosphorus-removal obligations 
should have the flexibility to pay whoever can 
handle it cheapest," Mr. Fairbanks said. "They 
may pay through buying restoration credits from 
other farmers or through buying participation in 
the state-sponsored storm water treatment areas 
or other regional facilities. Credits would provide 
am incéntive to develop more effective and 
cheaper phosphorus clean-up technology, which 
is good for all of us.” 

Under the plan, using restoration credits, the 


state would determine how many pounds of 


phosphorous enter an average acre of farmland 
from the atmosphere, irrigation and seepage. 
Farmers would receive one credit per pound 
based on their acreage and could discharge only 
that many pounds into the public canals. 

Farmers who discharge fewer pounds could 
sell their surplus credits to those who exceed 
their limit. The result would be a strong 
financial incentive to develop inexpensive, 
highly effective clean-up technologies. The lower 
clean-up costs would save farms and farm jobs. 
The more effective technology would contribute 
to Everglades restoration.

You may tell her that 
Dr. Boltson said that you should be considered a 
priority case. 

With someone on your side you will have a 
much better chance of improving your life 
Situation.

G. Woodson, who in: 1916 founded the 
Associatión for the Study of Negro Life and 
History, and thereby set in place a mechanism 
for Americans to learn about the accom- 
plishments of their African-descendant 


countrymen. ' 


Slavery, nor the oppressive systems that. 


became part and parcel of the national agenda 
following slavery, allowed the treatment of black 
people's intelligence as equal to that of whites. 
Therefore, Carter Woodson's mission was 
mammoth. He must not only make information 
available, but he must also create, in a hostile 
environméht, interest in that information. 

Mr. Woodson's good intentions and astute 
knowledge of the contributions African- 
Americans had made to the development of the 
United States, sparked research and publi- 


cations in this area among scholars throughout 
the world. His organization forced America to 
make room - although small - to deal with the 
black accomplishment. As a result of Woodson's 
efforts, first, Negro History Week, and now, 
Black History Month, is observed in February 


each year - the shortest month of the year. 


Though deeply grateful to Carter Woodson for 
moving this country beyond its ij ignoring of the 
major role blacks played in the pioneering of "believed" that if those officers had not beaten 
America, 1 am looking forward to the day when 
his contribution will take a different posture in 
our country's history - when the research and 
information about the African-American's 
contribution will no longer be relegated to 
prominence one of twelve months in a year. 
When, in fact, that information will be included 
accurately in history books and consistently in 
all academic subjects studied by all students, in 


all schools. 
This will be the beginning of change in 


America, because underlying most. problems-in - 
America -social judicial, economic, educational -. 


is the issue of "race" and the lack of mutual 
respect. 

It is easy to assess blame for this situation, 
because African-Americans historically have not 
been allowed influential roles in determining 
what information is included in history books 
utilized by American students. Blame is 
irrelevant now, however, because we must at 
some point look at our glass as half-full, rather 
than half-empty. The half-full glass implies that 
progress can be made. The fact that Africans 
have not been included significantly in history 
books has allowed Americans to continue a class 
system that implies their inferiority. If you havé 
someone who perceptually only benefits from 
what others have done and does nothing himself, 
then you have a "dependent", rather than a 
"driver'. 

„But, if you consider, Egypt, located on the 
African continent, is one of the most techno- 
logically advanced civilizations in history as we 
know it. You should acknowledge that the 
precepts of medical practice as we know it today 
derived from Imhotep, an Egyptian, and not

acknowledge that "chemistry" аз а Science was 
developed in Egypt, and that the word itself is a 
variation of the original name of the country, 
"Kemet", You should also acknowledge that the 
pyramids, proven to be so architecturally precise 
and mathematically exact in their construction 
that the methods of their structure remain a 
mystery, are unreplicable by any civilization in 
modern history. And, you should acknowledge 
that the original Egyptians were Nubians, 
bearing virtually no resemblance to the settler 
population occupying that country. today, But 
instead were dark, broad-nosed Africans, much 
like our average black.countrymen in America. 
Then you must understand the impact of African 
intelligence in the world differently that the 
common perceptions accommodated by slavery. 
The writers of history books used in American 
schools have been analogous to the "Rodney 
King Jury". They were eye-witnesses to history: 
that selectively ignored what they:saw and 
utilized another personal agenda to determine 
how théy would judge it. For the Rodney King - 
jury, the action was overt. They saw a man lying 
on the grolind and being beaten within inches of 
his life. Yet, they assigned stereotypical 
attributes of strength to the victim, a black man. 
And, looking at the film of his ordeal in slow 
motion, convinced themselves that Rodney King 
was, in fact, in control of that situation - lunging’ 
at the eight officers who were beating and 
kicking him in self-defense. And the jury 


Rodney King so severely, he would have been 
able to get up and overpower all of them. 

Most Americans educated in the nation's 
public school system, more so since schools were 
integrated than before, do not have accurate 
information on black people's contribution to the 
development of this country. That is a double- 
edged sword of destruction that on the one hand 
sends a message to African-American students 
that their ancestors have not made a contri- 
bution. And, on the other hand; it gives white 
Students a false perception of the contribution 
their ntestors haya made, It appearg from this 
that the problems we have in race relations аге 
predicated on misconceptions on both.sides, that 
could be eradicated by correcting the way history 
is presented in school. 

If students were taught that the most sig- 
nificant contributions African-Americans have 
made to the development of the United States 
have been in science, medicine and inventions, 
African-American young men and women would 
strive to be stronger students in those areas. 
They would know that whatever their ancestors 
were capable of doing, they also are capable of 
oing. While young white men and women would 


countrymen as indeed "equal" contributors. 

Equality requires mutual respect. And once 
white Americans are educated properly about 
the contributions black Americans have made їп 
this country, and in the world, their willingness 
to cooperate on the issues of equal rights will 
increase. At that point, ‘we will indeed have an 
accurate determination of "intelligence" on both 
sides of the aisle.
